Paul, also pictures the church as active and 
diligent in taking the message to the lost. He 
at once recognized Jesus, not only as the Mes- 
siah, but as the living leader of a powerful or- 
ganized movement. 

The church should seek to bring the king- 
dom to all men and all men into the kingdom. 
If the church has the one remedy for sin and 
the only antidote for death—why not make it 
known? Without the church, the truth unpre- 
served and unproclaimed would perish from 
the earth. 

And now, there remains one more indis- 
pensable factor of winning souls to Christ, and 
without Him all efforts would be of no avail. 
“When the Comforter (Advocate) is come, whom 
I will send unto you from the Father, even the 
spirit of truth, which, proceedeth from the 
Father, he shall testify of me." His presence is 
promised to us. He did not disappoint his dis- 
ciples. He won't disappoint us. “But ye shall 
receive power, after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you: and ye zhall be witnesses unto 
me." 

We must place great emphasis on this advent 
of the Holy Spirit. It was an individual experi- 
ence and a group anointing; a personal infilling 
and an institutional vitalizing. He came with- 
in the personality of each witnes¥ and ensouled 
the church. 

Christ is depending upon you and me, and 
His church. and the Holy Spirit as indispensable 
factors in bringing the lost to Him for sal 
tion.

ENJOYING CUT FLOWERS 
THE YEAR AROUND 


by Mrs. Luther Jones 

One great satisfaction gained 
‘from living in Florida, especial- 
ly here in our area of "Black 
Gold," is being able to go into 
the garden and cut bouquets of 
blossoms the year around. My 
friends from other sections of 
the country look at me as if 

' they think I am stretching 
things a wee bit when I say I 
always have arrangements of 
cut flowers in my home — not 
from the florist, but from my 
very own garden. 

To be able to do this, one has 
to do a bit of experimenting, 
noting the time of blooming of 
the various shrubs, trees, vines, 
bulbs, perennials and annuals. 
Then the garden has to be plant- 
ed with this idea in mind, 

A list of the flowers gathered 
from my garden during’ each 
month of the year follows. This 
is not a complete list, but will 
give one some idea of my mean- 
ing: 

January: LN 

There are usually the an- 
nuals of sweetpeas, nasturtiums, 
ageratum, calendulas, asters, 
carnations, spiderplant and 
marigold to choose from. One 
will also find roses, poinsettias, 
gerberas, the vines full of bou- 
gainvillia, coral (Montana rose) 
and bleeding heart. 

February: 

During this month the above. 
mentioned annuals aré still 
bloming, with the additions of 
of cosmos, phlox drummondi, 
pansies, Queen Anne's lace, 
hollyhock, gaillardia. This, tob, 
is the month our stately Florida 
Iris open. 

March: 

This is our spring month, for 
almost all the annuals that grow 
here bloom in such profusion! 
Add to these the bulbs of the 
beautiful amaryllis, Easter lily, 
calla lily, gladioli, Dutch iris, 
and begonias, one hardly knows 
which to chose. During this 
month, too, are the blossoms of 
the Florida orchid, or bauhinia, 
tree, the parkersonia (which I 
have re-named my Spring tree) 
und the attractive long red bot- 
tlebrush blooms, During this 
month the smaller gardenias 
are in bloom, too. 

April: 


The daylilies 
this month. Such wonderful 
new hybrid day lilies are to be 
had these days, too! Red, pur- 
ple, pink, yellow, and the at- 
tractive mixed bronze and yel- 
low. One may have daylilies 
all summer long. The new hy- 
brids last longer than a day, 
too. The buds, even after cut- 
ting, will keep opening if kept 
in fresh water. There are, also, 
the beautiful dahlias Belle 
Glade gardeners are planting 
more of each year, Even though 
the seed and bulb houses do not 
like to ship the bulbs, or corms, 
this early, they should be plant- 
ed in December or January in 
order to begin Blooming before 
real hot weather. My annuals 
are still in their glory and my 
roses are at their best. The 
Louisiana Iris are blooming this 
month, and look too lovely mix- 
ed with the roses. I have a 
bronze iris which almost ex- 
actly matches the sunset bou- 
gainvillia and' the shrimp plant 
in color. 


May: 

Now is when our tropical 
lilies start opening. One can 
even have Madonna lilies here, 
too. What could be lovelier 
than Madonna lilies arranged 
with dark blue larkspur? The 
shrubs of Ixora, Datura, and the 
profusely blooming Oleanders 
furnish their blooms for the 
house. 


June: 

The larger gardenias are at 
their best the last of May and 
the first of June. ‘These look 


begin bloming|! 


their own, And, whát could be 
more exotic? 
August: 

This month ushers in the ging- 
er lily, or butterfly lily, These 
blossoms scent the garden and 
house morning, noon and night. 
There are, too, the many species 
of crinum lily. The eannas are 
at their best this time of year, 
with their beautiful leaves that 
look so well in modern arrange- 
ments. The shrubs furfish huge 
heads of crepe myrtle, blue 
sprays of Durante, white spikes 
of spanish bayonet.'The beau- 
tiful Chalice vine, the bloom of 
which truly looks like a cup of 
gold; the heavenly blue petrea 
and the romantic stephanotis. 
September and October: 

My gerbera and rose beds 
furnish omst of my cutflowers; 
interspersed with pentas. In 
October, the black-eyed susans 
give splashes of brilliant color. 
(These fre not the black-eyed 
susans listed in the seed cata- 
logs, but are weedy-looking 
plants of tough fiber, ,They 
keep coming up from seed every 
spring, after once having’ been 
established, and are wonderful 
bright stop-gaps). There are 
the large cockscombs that grow 
so well in this area — they dry 
beautifully too. The blueplum- 
bago is blooming now. Plum- 
bago blossoms may not last so 
long, but are lovely flowers for 
dressing up the dining table, or 
for special occasions. 
November and December: 
My cutting garden is at its 
lowest ebb during these months. 
However, I always have the gor-
